TIn the Saginaw valley in
Michigan 600,000,000 fest of lumber
annually have been turned out from
the milis, and now owners are com
pelled to bring their logs from other
rivers, offen ax far as 150 miles distant
tokeep thessws in operation, Estimat-
ing the consumption of lumber at the
present rale it 13 said thst in from
twenty-five to forty yaars the last tree
will bs cut and the entire country
from Maine to the Rocky mountains
will be destitute of pine. Thie pic-
ture is probably somewhat overdrawn
but there is cause for alarm in the
rapidity with which our forests are
being destroyed. Aside from the fu-
ture want of timber the effects on the
rainfall of the ecuatry resulting from
theloss of furests may well give ground
for serious reflection, A correapond-
entavriting to_the Cencinnatti Gazelte
hie letter as follows:

The pineries cannot be replaced. A
foll zrown tree repressnts hundreds
and huvdreds of yeare of growth.

Inter-Ocoan.

With the flosting vote in New York
City pricciple counts for little, snd
the personality of & demoeratic eandi-
dats for mnch. 1In 1864 MeClellan
was as well and favorabiy known in
New York city and Brooklyn as is
Hascock today.  In the coanties of
New York and Kings Lineoln reccic-
ed 57,619 votes, sud MeCleilan $9,405;
majority for MeClelian, 44,916, In
the stute ocutside those two counties
Lincoln had 311,216 votes, and Me-
Clellan 262,551 ; mnjority for Lincoln,
48,965. Devotion to princlpls and
enthusiasm for Lincolu called out a
full republican vote in the state at
large, and overcame the democratic
majorities in the two largs eities.

In 1872 Greeley had in Few York
and Kings countics a majority of 26,-
907. Bot Grant came from 1ha state
at large, outside of New York snd
Kings, with 8 msjority cf 80,228, and
had in the state a clear majority of
over 50,000. Greeley failed to excite
enthusiasra among the New York City
bourbons, while Grant polled the fuil
strength of his party.

_In 1878 Tilden received in New
York and Kirgs counties 170,080
votes to 97,567 tor Hayes; mujority
for Tilden, 72,513, or over 43,000
greater than Greeley's majority. In
the state, outside of New Yurk and
Kings counties, Haiyes had 491,640
votes, and Tilden 551,860; majority
for Hayes nearly 40,000. Tilden car-
